actual population and production of the 
real or Greater Boston, the figures are 
Inadequate and misleading. 

“Boston has an area of about 40 square 
miles and the highest density of popu- 
lation per square mile of any city in the 
country. New York has an s:rea of 
about 326 square miles, Chicago neariyv 
200, Philadelphia about 129 and St. 
Louis about 61. Each these cities 
has extended its municipal limits to in- 
clude the growth in popu'tation and 
business that has been such a striking 
feature of urban development during the 
past half century. Chicago covers the 
whole of Cook county and there is farm 
land within the city limits. 

“But this situation is not yenerally 
recognized. How is the merchant in an- 
other state thinking of openmg a new 
establishment, going to Jearn from the 
census figures that the local market of 
Boston commands a volume of. purchias- 
ing power, normally wielded by 1,500,009 
people? How is the manufacturer seek- 
ing a new site for his plant to know 
that within Greater Boston will be found 
nearly a third of a million workers, pos- 
sessing every variety @f skill and ex- 
perience, who produce annually nearly 
$600,000,000 worth of manufactured pro- 
ducts or about three times that reported 
for Boston proper? Such men have 
neither the time nor inclination to sit 
truth as to 
the manufacturing and commercial im- 
portance ot Boston. 

“The sober facts as to the condition cf 
industries in Greater Boston are striking 
and significant. They present in unmis- 
takable terms the splendid openings for 
yet greater economic. endeavor -which 
this region affords. A federal census 
bulletin issued Jast vear gives manufac- 
turing statistics for what are called the 
“industrial district” about the 13 leading 
manufacturing cities of the country, 
based on compilations made in 1905. Of 
the local district this bulletin says: 
‘Ceytain suburban towns and cities con- 
nected with Boston by trolleys and 
steam roads are so closely allied indus- 
trially that it seems proper to consider 
them a part of the industrial district of 

which Boston is the center.’ 

“Within this Boston industrial district 
the per cent of increase in the value of 
manufactured goods during the period 
1900-1905 was 29.2 per cent. This was 
i third greater than the rate for the 
Chicago district, nearly twice that of the 
Philadelphia district and only 3% per 
rent less than the increase for the New 
York district. These figures show the 
splendid vitality and expanding power of 
Boston’s industries which would be whol- 
‘y lost on the man reading in the regular 
-ensus returns that the value of Boston’s 
manufactured product for the _ period 
(900-1905 increased only 13.26 per cent. 
This last figure is correct for municipal 
Boston. But it gives no hint of the re- 
markable growth that has long since 
een forced to find space and scope in 
the suburbs. € 

“Within a 12-mile radius of the State 
Touse there is one great, homogeneous 

‘Xpanded city area, more closely knit to- 
rether by a highly developed system of 
apid transit and by community of husi- 
1ess and social interests than the strag- 
gling city distributed over the whole of 
Sook county, Ill., whose name has be- 
‘ome a synonym for rapid growth.

At the conclusion of the organ proces- 
sidnal President Emeritus Seelye offered 
the invocation, and then the formal] exer- 
cises attending President Burton’s in- 
duction began. 

Charles N. Clark, a member of the 
board of trustees and the treasurer of 
the college, made the address in behalf 
of the college authorities and delivered 
into the hands of Dr. Burton the keys 
and the charter of the institutiof. Ac- 
cepting the charter, President Burton 
said: 

“I accept these symbols of office, I 
trust, with a full sense of the obliga- 
tions and responsibilities involved. I 
solemnly pledge myself to do all within 
my power to conserve the resources, ad- 
vance the interests and maintain the 
ideals of Smith College. May the bless- 
ing of Almighty God rest upon the rela- 
tionship thus publicly established.” 

When President Burton had concluded 
his inaugural address, the college choir 
sang “O God, Our Help in Ages Past,” 
and then followed the conferring of the 
honorary degrees. 

‘The recipients 
grees were presented Henry Nor- 
man Gardner, professor of philosophy, 
and the words of bestowal were spoken 
by President Burton. 

The Assembly hall exercises closed 
with the singing of “Fair Smith” by the 
students and the benediction by the Rev.

Dr. Burton’s Inaugural 


President Burton, who was listened to 
with great attention, said in part: 

“If, in eoneluding our statement of 
the: aim of the college, we should en- 
deavor to summarize it in a sentence, we 
would say that the supreme aim of the 
college is to equip the individual stu- 
dent with a body that is virile, with a 
mind that is stored with facts and 
trained to judge and to think, with a 
character that is grounded in virtue and 
eager for action in the life of the nation 
and the world, and that the distinctive 
task which the woman's college must 
add to this aim is ever to differentiate 
the ideal of woman from that of man 
and thus to increase rather than to de- 
crease the differences between men and 
women. In a word, all that has been 
said simply amplifies the conception that 
the supreme aim of the college is to give 
to each student the largest possible 
equipment for efficient service in life.” 

Concluding Dr. Burton declared: “It 
becomes apparent, we trust, that all we 
have endeavored to suggest centers in 
the word person. If our consideration of 
the aim, the facts and the method .of 
college work has indicated that’ the 
greatest thing in it all is human per- 
sonality, then we have not totally 
failed. 

“To relate each person to himself, to 
others, to the universe, to God, to rob 
him of all isolation which is selfishneas, 
to make him™“truly social, which is good- 
ness, this is life’s noblest work. To the 
college has been assigned a large part 
in the effort to accomplish this result.- 

“We have no misgivings for the future 
so long as it endeavors: to recognize the 
supreme place of the student and strives 
to utilize all of its manifold’and complex 
potentialities for the largest possible de- 
velopment of each personality commit- 
‘ted to its care.” 


Governor Pranes Speaks 


Governor Draper in the course of his 
address paid a tribute' to the former 
pregident.. Continuing he said: 

“The distinguished gentleman who is 
today to assume the office of president 
of this institution has a great and most 
pleasant responsibility. Jdoubt not that 
the successful record which has been 
made by his predecessor will be an in- 
spiration to him for greater progress in 
the future. 

“Tt is fitting that the Governor of 
Massachusetts ‘should be present today 
atthe induction into office of your new 
president, because the official representa- 
tive of the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts should be present at any function 
as important as this in the educational 
life of the commonwealth. 

“Massachusetts stands for nothing if 
she does not stand for what is best and 
most progtessive in education, and she 
considers herself fortunate that she has 
within her borders this “em and success- 
ful college. 

“We realize that our people—to com- 
pete in the life struggle—must be prop- 
erly prepared physically: and mentally 
for the race; and as a commonwealth 
we have been proud of the position at- 
tained by our public schools and the 
great educational institutions located 
within our borders. We believe in educa- 
tion because we believe that the future 
prosperity of this state and nation de- 
pend upon the proper education of the 
young men and women of today. 

“T have been very glad indeed to be 
here in my official capacity, and I wish 
to this institution and its president great 
prosperity.” :

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BRICK FIRE WALLS IN LUMBER. 


DISTRICT ASK 


ED BY MR. DALY 


The mavyor’s office this aftérnoon made 
public a communication from Fire Com- 
missioner Charles D. Daly in which the 
comments on what he 
terms the hazardous conditions preced- 


Savs: 

“It is the opinion of this department 
that where lumber yards or wood-work- 
ing shops are adjacent to districts where 
a fire threatens a calamity, such prop- 
erty should be subject to proper regula- 
tions for the purpose of fire protection. 
Where lumber is piled close to a con- 
gested district or these headquarters 
very adequate fire protection should be 
enforced. 

“As a minimum of protection it — 
been recommended that a brick wall « 
least the height of the piled ‘oma 


should separate the yard from the adja- 
cent property. Where the lumber covers 
an extensive area tha yard should be” 
subdivided by ‘t brick wall, or sufficient 
hose protection enforced. Such a wall 
as mentioned would constitute an effect- 
ive fire line. It would not be unreason- 
able to require this, or some equally ade- 
quate measure, provided property own- 
ers were given sufficient time to make 
a gradual change. 

“Permanent reduction in the fire loss 
and the expenses of a fire department 
can be brought about only by improve- 
ment and extension of the building laws. 
I call this matter to your attention as 
a recent example of one aspect of the 
inadequacy of our laws and recommend 
that it be brought to the attention of 
the proper legislative authority.”

HAT does this music tell me? asks If the conductor of the kind described 


one man who is about to interpret 
a symphonic masterwork to an audience. 

‘ Quite a different question is in the 
mind of another interpreter who tales 
his preparatory look at a score. 

Instead of seeking for the thing that 
tradition says the composer put there, 
he tries to divine in the work new pos- 
sibilities of self expression for his hear- 
ers and himself.

If the symphony under consideration 
belongs, let us say, to the nineteenth 
dentury romantic school, he thinks he 
must bring into prominence all those 
elements which have been generally ac- 
cepted as having the quality of romance. 

The interpretations of such a musician 
will be praised for their historic at- 
mosphere, for their insight into the 
spirit of the times in which the composer 
lived. 

Another leader will test his, music for 
its capacity to respond to his own feel- 
ings or to those of his audience. He will 
fxpect music of the romantic school, or 
of any other, to be pliant to his will and 
reflect the sentiments of men of today, 
rather than to intrude its own epoch 
and to present thought in the dress of a 
bygone mode, 7 

Admitting that anv classic composi- 
tion is in a more or less definable way a 
picture of the decade in which it was 
written, admitting that works exist in 
which recognizable moods of intellect 
and emotion are voiced, admitting the 
truth of almost any of the historic for- 
nulas, as for example that Beethoven’s 
music is romanticism in the fud, Schu- 
mann’s music romanticism in the 
flower; admitting, too, that the makers 
of programme musie have carried their 
art far into the realm of pictorial repre- 
sentation, we vet find large  interpre- 
tative possibilities for the orchestral 
leader, who ignores all these things; or 
who, in any event, puis them in 
background. 

It is of the greatest importance to us 


to consider a conductor’s ideas on thi: Se |

OANGUINE OF VICTORY 


Congressman Fred C. Stevens 
of Minnesota Believes Re- 
publicans Will Control the 
Coming Congress. 


CHANGE IN OUTLOOK 


ST. PAUL—Representative Fred C. 
Stevens, who has been widely mentioned 
as a compromise candidate for the speak- 
ership of the next House, provided the 
Republicans hold the balance of power, 
in an interview on his return from Wash- 
ington said that he believes the Republi- 
cans will control the House. 

“It was predicted by nearly every one 
before the late primaries and the Re- 
publican convention in New York,”’ said 
Mr. Stevens, “that the Democrats would 
be in the majority in Congress. Now 
there is hardly a political observer who 
will predict this. It looks as though 
New York will go Republican, since the 
victory of Colonel Roosevelt and progres- 
sive policies, which would return six or 
eight new Republican members. The 
same tide which carries the party to 
success there will sweep it to victory 
in other states, 

“At Washington there has been a com- 
plete change in sentiment. The capital 
city is today progressive, which means 
that it reflects the sentiment of the 
country. As a result the factions have 
been amalgamated. The party is today, 
what it has been in the past, a great 
militant organization capable of working 
successfully for the good of the people. 

“As a result of the new alignment the 
Democrats are in a peculiar position. 
Their congressional committee has done 
nothing, trusting to the lack of Repub- 
lican harmony to bring success to the 
Democrats. Now that the Republicans 
are presenting a solid front the commit- 
tee finds work necessary, when it has 
become too late for effective work. 

“A marked change has come over the 
leading Democrats. As members of tlie 
minority party these congressmen were 
loud in their demands for reform, but 
the instant responsibility rests upon 
them, and they believe it does today, 
they begin to scrutinize the constitution, 


to take shelter behind tradition, to ap-, 


peal to the laws. They have not as a 
party the broad grasp of economic ques- 
tions confronting the nation that ‘the 
Republican party has, and hence their 
work cannot be so effective for the coun- 
try at large as the work of the party 
which looks beyond local issues and 
local applications.” 

“There is no speakership § situation,” 
he said im response to a question, “It 
will be a year or so more before that 
issue will have to be settled, and in the 
mean time there is an election to be held 
and the question of control of the next 
House is to be decided. One thing seems 
certain. Under no circumstances will 
Speaker Cannon be a candidate for re- 
election to the place. 

“If the Democrats are in control by a 
small majority Champ Clark will not be 
named. There are enough Democrats 
antagonistic to Mr. Clark to defeat him 
unless the Democrats have a large ma- 
aia al

RIVER CONSIDERED 
AN IMPOSSIBILITY 


Geologist Says Bedrock Lies 
Too Far Down for a Prac- 
ticable’ Basis, and Tunnels 
Are Cheaper. 


NEW YORK—Hudson river bridges for 
New York ‘city are impracticable, ac- 
cording to Dr. George F, Kunz, chairman 
of the geological section of the New 
York Academy of Sciences and president 
of the American Scenic and Historic 
Preservation Society, who thinks none 
across the Hudson will ever be built. 

The reason is that nowhere below 
, Storm King, above West Point, is bed- 


re ek accessible to support the piers that 


would be necessary.

Speaking before the geological section 
at the American Museum of Natural 
History, Dr. Kunz reported the result of 
tests of the river bed, which were made 
known to him through the courtesy. of 
President Hawkes of the Hudson river 
commission. 

Dr. Kunz adds: “As the .cost of a 
tunnel is only one fifth to one tenth that 
of a great bridge, and as 10 tunnels 
would not cost more than one bridge, 
there is no reason why In the next three, 
five. or 10 years we should not have a 
series of tunnels in place of a bridge.”

| LMOST all ribbons can be washed, 

coming back to a state of pristine 
freshness; only one must know how 
to do the work. 

Any wrinkles that are put in during 
washing will not come out. Therefore 
| the ribbon should be laid flat on the 
'wash stand or other hard surface and 
‘wet with warm, not hot, water. Then 
‘the silk is rubbed with any good white 
soap, drawing the length along as re- 
‘quired, always keeping it flat. Fresh 
water is then patted on, rubbing gently 
but thoroughly with the finger tips. 
“When this has been done till all spots 
have been removed, the length is held 
under the warm water faucet and per- 
fectly rinsed. 

To dry, it is to be patted down, ab- 
‘solutely without a wrinkle, on a hard 
surface, such as a window glass or the 
top of a marble wash stand. More time 
is taken to dry, but the ribbon will be 
better, When it ik only slightly damp, 
not the least bit moist, it is pulled off 
carefully and placed on the ironing table 
to be rubbed over with a warm, but not 
hot flatiron.—Montreal Star.

A BANK. 


HERE are national and state banks 

and trust companies, all doing 
business under the same general laws, 
but having differing latitudes or limita- 
tions. National banks are organized 
under the laws of the United States 
government and are authorized to issue 
bank notes, which constitute a large part 
of the paper money of the country. Na- 
tional banks make their money princi- 
pally by giving lines of credit. Other 
banks are instituted under state laws. 
None but the national is authorized to 
issue bank notes which pass as money. 
Their relations with the depositor as far 
as the laws are concerned are practically 
the same in all. 

In addition to their regular banking 
business, trust companies draw wills, act 
as trustees, guardians, custodians, etc., 
and as executors and administrators of 
wills and estates. An important part of 
their work is to counsel or assist their 
depositors in matters of this kind, with 
regard to investments and other items 
of a similar nature. There is a time in 
the experience of most. women when they 
come into possession of money through 
insurance or bequest, and few of them 
know how best to dispose of it. Well- 
meaning friends may be as _ ignorant 
ag themselves and where to turn they 
do not know. A reliable bank is at least 
reasonably safe to go to on such matters. 
Its judgment is usually sound and con- 
servative. Where a lawyer is employed, 
it is wise to work with both the lawver 
and the bank; and where one has been 
interested in investments through friends 
or Others, it is always well to ask the 
advice of the bank about it before one 


Facts, 


Vault departments -now installed in 
many banks are comparatively new. 
They contain safety boxes, which are 
rented to individuals for the storage of 
valuables. These vaults are made as 
fireproof, bombproof and burglarproof as 
is possible at the time of construction. 
They are built underground and _ pro- 
vided with iron boxes of different sizes, 
which may be rented by individuals for 
sums from $5 a year up, according to 
size. In these can be kept valuable pa- 
pers, jewels or any other thing the own- 
er may care to put there. Larger boxes 
are often rented for silverware, and some 
banks have cedar-lined ones for furs. 

These boxes can be opened only by the 
simultaneous use of two keys, one in the 
hand of the owner and the other in that 
of a guard. When the owner wishes 
access to his box and has removed it 
from its place he goes to a private room 
provided for the purpose, does whatever 
he wishes with the contents and returns 
the box to its place. None but box own- 
ers are admitted to these vaults. The 
superiority of this system over the old- 
fashioned tin box at home is readily dis- 
cernible. 

In opening an account with a bank, 
unless it is a strictly savings bank, it 
is well to state whdther it is to be 4 
savings or checking investment or is a 
special deposit for a stated period, as 
the rates of interest vary. 
happens in the settlemers) of an estate 
and in other business affairs that one 
finds himself in the possession of a cer- 
tain sum of money which is not to be 
used for a definite length of time, per- 
haps not for a month, or two or three 
months, perhaps not for several years.

at any time, but if it is found that the 
depositor is making frequent demands 
upon it he is liable to be asked to close 
his account with that institution. Some 
banks are more liberal than others in 
this respect, but as the business is con- 
ducted on the understanding that. the 


money placed in them is to remain a; 


reasonable length of time at least, it is 
readily seen that even monthly with- 
drawals would embarrass if practised by 
all depositors. In these banks money 
can be put in or taken out only with the 
passbook. 

While money ean be placed in a sav- 
ings bank drawn from it on any 
banking day of the year, interest is com- 
puted only from four certain dates spec- 
ified by law. Money deposited on those 
dates begin to bear interest at once. If 
put in at any other time, even though 
it be the day after, it must wait until] 
the next specified date before interest 
begins. Likewise in drawing money it 
should be done if possible only on or 
soon after specified dates also estab- 
lished by law, otherwise the interest for 


or 


the quarter on that sum of money is 


forfeited, and that is bad business pol- 
icy. What these dates are must 
be ascert&ined directly from the 
banks. 

In the matter of checking accounts the 
West is more liberal than the East. In 
the West such an account can be started 
with a sum as small as $25 and can be 
added to or taken from at the pleasure 
of the depositor. In the East it is sel- 
dom that a bank will consent to open 
such an account with less than $300. The 
best thing for a woman to do under such 
circumstances is to open a savings ac- 
count until she has the required sum 
and then transfer it, Another thing for 


her to inquire into is the interest on 


such accounts. In some states no in- 
terest is paid on a checking balance of 
less than $500. It is well, then, to have 
in this account $500 which shall never be 
touched. This sum and all over it bears 
interest from date of entry; but should 
it fall below the required sum, interest 
ceases from that moment.

When frying in deep fat, never put 
too much food in your frying basket 
at once, or the heat of the fat will be 
reduced, and the outer surface of the 
food, instead of being crisp and dry, 
will absorb the fat, lose flavor or juice 
and become greasy and indigestible. 

When boiling beets, peas, squash, corn 
or turnips a little sugar-in the water 
will improve them. 3 

A skilful cook attributes her famed 
success in making delicious mayonnaise 
to the fact that she always adds a 
few drops of onion juice. 

Salt mackerel should be soaked over 
night with the skin side up.

JELLIED MEAT. 

One large shank of beef and one set of 
pigs’ feet. Have the feet well scraped 
and soaked. Boil in separate vessels, 
using just enough water to cover meat. 
Boil until the meat slips from bone; lift 
meat from pot; drain well and set the 
vessels with liquor aside until next day. 


Next morning skim grease from liquor of 
pigs’ feet, which has now become a stiff 
jelly. Cut meat of feet and shin into 
small bits, not too fine, however, leaving 
out all gristle and tough portions of the 
latter. Put meat in with pigs’ feet jelly 
and melt all together. When it comes 
to a boil, add pepper, salt, one half tea- 
spoonful of ground cloves, the same of 
allspice. Stir well and pour into a mold. 
When cold and firm slice thin. 

MASHED SQUASH. 

To serve squash mashed, pare and cut 
in two-inch cubes, Cook in as little water 
as possible until tender. Drain and place 
on back of range tightly covered, allow- 
ing it to steam a quarter of an hour; 
then mash, season, add lump of butter 
and serve. 

BANANA FRITTERS. 

Peel 12 bananas, cut them into two 
pieces, sprinkle over with sugar and a 
little lemon juice. Batter—Beat up one 
egg, sift in one cupful of flour, add half 
a cupful of milk, a pinch of salt and one 
teaspoonful of salad oil, Mix well till 
smooth and glossy; allow to stand in a 
cool place for one or two hours, then add 
one heaping teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der. Put in a few pieces of banana at a 
time. Drop into smoking hot fat and 
fry till a golden color; drain on white 
paper. Serve hot with sifted sugar 
sprinkled over. | 


SWEET PICKLED PEARS. 

Boil the pears until tender; after cut- 
ting them in quarters make a syrup of 
one quart of vinegar and three pounds 
of sugar; when boiling hot, drop the 
pears in it and let them remain until 
they are heated through; put them in a 
stone jar and strain the syrup off three 
minutes and heat it and pour over the 
pears and they will never spoil. 

PICKLED PEACHES. 

Make a syrup of four pounds of sugar 
to one quart of vinegar, two tablespoon- 
fuls each of whole cloves, stick cinnamon 
broken in pieces tied in a muslin bag and 
boiled in the vinegar and sugar. Rub the 
velvet from a peck of peaches and cook 
a few at a time in the syrup until tender 
then place them in a stone jar or crock, 
and after boiling the syrup down a little, 
pour it over the peaches and cover. These

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ON DANA of the Newark 


public slibrary, an orig- 

library economy and 

| ve librarians of the 

country, was | asked two ques- 
tions by the York Evening Sun. 

The first was:, “What do you consider 

the public library's most common weak- 

ness? This is Mr. Dana’s- answer: 


“The library’s most common weakness 
is its tendency to be absorbed in its 
own routine. It also has a tendency to 
look upon its books and periodicals as 
useful per se, instead of looking upon 
them as useful only when they are used.” 

There is wisdom in this reply; and no 
librarian would waste his time by com- 
mitting these words to memory. 


The followers of all trades and profes- 
sions are in danger of becoming ab- 
sorbed in their own routines. Routine is 
the process of doing, through long prac- 
tise, automatically, the labor that for the 
beginner requires great thought and at- 
tention. It is a thing that every laborer, 
artisan and professional man must sub- 
mit to before he can succeed. But as 
routine is followed automatically its fol- 
lower is necessarily a living automaton, 
an animated machine without thought. 
Now a man who never thinks never 
grows, is no better today. than he 
was yesterday or 40 years ago. He stands 
still, like a May-pole and lets the re- 
joicing world whirl around him. 


In a public library complete absorp- 
tion in routine is especially obnoxious 
and inexcusable. Charging, discharging, 
registration, classification and catalogu- 
ing are all parts of a necessary routine 
in library service. Buf a public library 
. is the collector and distributor of the 
' most vital and vitalizing thing in the 
_- -World—human thought. One should not 
-peddle out poets“in a library as he 
would peddle out prunes in a grocery 
store. A man who handles Shakespeare’s 
‘intellect is a clerk who dis- 
-Gibutee m more Bu qenveree ow than he 


~clerk who handles-calico. The dull stolid 
face of routine and indifference is not 
the kind of countenance for him to affect. 
Though he should not be “sickled o’er 
with the pale cast of thought” he ought 
to feel that he has a very superior qual- 
ity of goods to show and lighten up with 
enthusiasm over their excellence. 
Routine is an enemy of originality 
and initiative.

the people; and for this reason public 
criticism and disapproval of their acts 
falls upon rather indifferent ears. “Let 
the public rage,” says these life ap- 
pointees,” it is whimsical, / capricious, 
and doesn’t. understand.”

The 
public may not understand the technical 
details of the work it criticizes, but it 
does understand whether the public is 
served or not. 

Every librarian ought to have a vivid 
imagination enough to put himself on 
the other side of his desk and look at 
the workings of his institution from the 
view-point of the outside public. If he 
did this he would break some fetter ot 
routine every week and ctit some band- 
age of red tape every day.

as the good they did mankind, might 
to ashes. 

Librarians sometimes have more than 
37 linear feet of books which never circu- 
late. The librarians who denounce large 
circulations evidently do not want them 
to circulate. They are possessed of a 
desire to collect, but with a distaste for 
distribution. The fad for collecting is a 
far-reaching one. The writer knows a 
man who is a great collector of clocks. 
His house is filled with clocks of all 
ages, ‘all tarieties and all values. Yet 
this man never knows what the right 
time is. No two elocks exactly agree, 
ard so he is-left in a muddle of’ uncer- 
tainty as to just where, in the sweep of 
events, he happens at any moment to be 
located.. It is easier to tell the time 
from one clock than from 20. Con- 
chologists collect shells, philatelists 
stamps, millionaires dollars and _ biblio- 
maniacs books. 


It is well for a librarian to be gome- 
thing of a bibliomaniac. He should 
know how to collect books and enjoy 
collecting them. But collecting them is 
the smallest and the easiest part of his 
duties. After collecting them his great 
delight should consist in (istributing 
them. He should keep them in sight 
where people can see them, handle’ them 
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He should bring them before the atten- 
tion of the clubs, especially the women’s 
clubs, of his community; he should cir- 
culate them through the Sunday school; 
he should place them in numerous 
branches and distributing stations; he 
should get them in every way possible 
within the range of the public’s vision. 
A book as worthless as a wooden 
block long as it remains in the 
library unread.

greatest possibility?” This answer has 


; much shrewd sense in it also, and it is 
a matter of regret that space will not, 
at this time, permit any comment upon 
it. This is Mr. Dana’s answer: 


“The public library’s greatest possi- 


bility lies in the fact that it can appeal 
to all ages and all classes, and by the 
universality of its tools, books and 
| periodicals, is justified in lending its in- 
fluence on the side of any movement 
whatever for the improvement of the 
town which supports it, so long as that 
movement is neither politically partizan 
or theologically or religiously doctrinal. 
The library’s best work at present, is for 
young persons. The next best is that 
done, and much too limited it is, for 
artisans and craftsmen. The next best 
is that which it may do, and this work 
is now in its infancy, for men of affairs 
—bankers, insurance men. managers, etc.”

Mili- 
tary drill would be a part of the com- 
pulsory education. Uniformed companies 
in the publie schools would be advisable, 
though not indispensable. Wars come 
without notice nowadays, so that we 
should be always prepared. 

“Our standing army of 80,000 men is 
far too small, and Congress should pro- 
vide for its increase to at least 140,000 
men. We have not only the Philippines 
and Alaska to guard, but the fortifica- 
tions at the Isthmus of Panama will 
soon have to be manned.”

HOUSE TAXES 


Total Valuation of Sixteen 
Large Firms Exceeds That 
of Last Year by Nearly 
Two Hundred Thousand. 


Statements of “personal property” held 
by Boston stock exchange houses for 
taxation purposes as of April 1 last fail 
to show the reductions which might be 
expected to follow the past year’s un- 
favorable stock market conditions. In 
the case of the 16 largest brokerage 
firms the total valuation exceeds last 
year’s aggregate by $195,000, but this in- 
crease is due largely to the formation 
of the firm of Thompson, Towle & Co. 
with a personal property valuation of 
$400,000. | 

There were five changes made this 
year from last year’s valuation. Kidder, 
Peabody & Co. and Lee, Higginson & Co. 
were both reduced to $1,000,000 each 
compared with $1,300,000 and $1,200,000 
respectively on May 1, 1909. Hayden, 
Stone & Co. and Hornblower & Weeks 
were each advanced $200,000 to $1,000,000 
and $700,000 respectively, while Richard- 
son, Hill & Co. were reduced $100,000 to 
$600,000. 

By the separation of the firm of 
Towle & Fitzgerald on Jan. 1 last, the 
city of Boston gains about $5000 in 
taxes, af the new firms. of Fitzgerald, 
Hubbard & Co. and Thompson, Towle & 
Co. are each taxed on $400,000 personal 
property against but $400,000 for the 
old firm. 

On April 1 last the 16 largest Boston 
stock exchange houses were assessed on 
personal property aggregating $10,070 
000 compared, with $9,875,000 on May 1, 
1909, and $8,865,000 on Mav 1, 1908.

A clearer definition of intent could 
not have been made, probably, in view of the exigency of the 
occasion, but, regardless of that, the great American public will find 
little fault unless prices of oil in the United States are raised to meet 
reductions abroad. ‘There is small likelihood of such a development, 
as advices say that a great English company already is shipping 
quantities of oil into the United States. 

Oil men of other lands may enter complaint. They also 
have rights that call for recognition, while, obviously, secondary 
to those of the consumer. Doubtless to their view, a challenge lies 
in the assertion that “very few of these'companies will reach the 
actual producing stage.’’ It remains to be seen whether a belief 
so confidently expressed is justified by impending events, or if world 
control by a single corporation will continue to meet with opposition 
strong enough to gain the victory that would overturn the work 
of many years. In order to accomplish that object tariff 
discrimination against American oil might at first suggest itself, 
but the vastness of the supply and the extreme low prices that allow 
satisfactory profits to the monopoly would be discouragements. 

It may be regarded as an open question whether action across 
the sea could soon prevent the overproduction of crude oil eby 
competitors. The demand for oil is increasing and may yet keep 
pace with the supply. The ever-growing value of oil to all lines 
of industry ought eventually to stop overproduction, although some 
students argue that the supply will be ample for an indefinite period. 

' The struggle, unquestionably, will be closely watched for 
signs that the oil monopoly’s control is threatened, but whether that 
control is right or wrong in principle will have to be: determined 
by the way in which it affects the ultimate consumers to whose 
activities petroleum means so much. It is the people who always 
render the final answers to. these momentous questions.

Aside from that, however, it is noted that a large number 
of bakers have voluntarily purchased quantities of, labels that allow 
for shrinkage through evaporation in their ovens. Such readiness 
to comply with the new conditions speaks well for the 
clear-sightedness and good sense ‘possessed by these men behind the 
loaves. The new plan, it must be admitted, will mean inconvenience 
to the bakers and the retail dealers in bread. Determinirig the 
exact weight of each loaf where custom has made size govern price 
is more difficult than at first appears. Some discrepancies are not 
unlikely, for entire success in applying so radical a law is what 
only experience can give. The innovation is, perhaps, one of the 
greatest of its kind ever attempted, but it results from investigations 
thorough enough to leave small doubt of its feasibility. Probably 
certain advantages to the baker and retail dealer as well as to the 
bread consumer will make themselves apparent when the underlying 
motive of equity 1s more thoroughly discerned. 

Public sentiment, awakened by revelations, has secured this 
and other legislation calculated to gain justice ‘where it is most 
necessary. Chance never should be allowed to govern the amount 
of food exchanged for a fixed price, and no man has the right 
to accept payment for a pound while dealing out less than that 
quantity.
